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San Jose, California 

Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District offers for sale $8,850,000 of General Obligation Bonds of Zone W-l of 
the District, designated “1972 Bonds, Series D”. The Series D Bonds are unvoted bonds issuable at a maximum interest 
rate of 7% and are being issued in substitution for and upon cancellation of the same principal amount of bonds issuable 
at a maximum rate of 5%, and comprising the unsold remainder of $42,050,000 of bonds authorized at an election in Zone 
W-l on June 11, 1963. Of the voted bonds, $15,500,000 Series A, $14,200,000 Series B, and $3,500,000 Series C have here¬ 
tofore been issued and the unmatured portions are outstanding. 

Bids for the purchase of the Series D bonds will be received by the Clerk of the District Board of Directors at 10:00 a.m. 
Tuesday, February 1, 1972. Details as to the terms of the sale are included in the official notice of sale dated Decem¬ 
ber 28, 1971. 

Proceeds from this sale will continue construction of a comprehensive water treatment and distribution system in one of 
the nation’s fastest growing metropolitan areas. The electorate approved fulfillment of this program through bond financ¬ 
ing on June 11, 1963. 

This brochure and official statement have been prepared to enable bond dealers and investors to appraise accurately the 
financial and economic status of the Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District and Zone W-l thereof. All in¬ 
formation contained herein has been compiled from sources available within the District.

ISSUE AND DENOMINATION 

$8,850,000 principal amount of coupon bonds designated "1972 Bonds, Series D", numbered from D-l to D-1770 in the 
denomination of $5,000. 

REDEMPTION 

Zone W-l Series D bonds are NOT subject to call or redemption prior to their fixed maturity dates. 

REGISTRATION 

The Series D bonds are registerable only as to both principal and interest. After being registered, a bond may be transferred 
only by registration in the name of the new owner. Registered bonds are NOT convertible into coupon bonds. 

PAYMENT 

Both principal and interest payable in lawful money of the United States of America at the office of the Treasurer of Santa 
Clara County, iri San Jose, California, or, at the option of the bondholder, at the principal office of the Bank of America, 
N.T.&S.A., in San Francisco, Los Angeles or San Diego, California, or at the principal office of The Chase Manhattan Bank 
N.A., in New York, New York, or at Harris Trust and Savings Bank, in Chicago, Illinois. 

SECURITY 

Said bonds are general obligation bonds of Zone W-l of the Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District. The District 
has power and is obligated to levy annual ad valorem assessments for the payment of said bonds and fhe interest thereon 
upon all real property within Zone W-l, including land and improvements thereon subject to assessment by the District, with¬ 
out limitation ot rate or amount. 

LEGAL OPINION 

Validity — The legal opinion of Messrs. Orrick, Herrington, Rowley and Sutcliffe, Attorneys at Law, of San Francisco, California, 
approving the validity of said bonds, will be furnished to the successful bidder without charge. A copy of the legal opinion, 
certified by fhe official in whose office the original is filed, will be printed on each bond without charge to the successful bidder. 

Tax Exempt Status —In the opinion of bond counsel, the interest on the bonds is exempt from present Federal Income Taxes 
and from State of California Personal Income Taxes under existing statutes, regulations, and court decisions, and the bonds 
are exempt from all California taxes except inheritance, gift, and franchise faxes. 

Legality for Investments —In the opinion of bond counsel, the bonds are legal investments in California for all trust funds and 
for funds of insurance companies, commercial and savings banks, trust companies and for State school funds. 



PROMPT DELIVERY 

PLACE OF DELIVERY Delivery of the Series D bonds will be made to the successful bidder as soon as the bonds can 
be prepared, but not prior to the date of the Series D bonds. Delivery will be made at the principal office of the Bank of 
America, N.T.&S.A., San Francisco, California. Payment of the purchase price of the Series D bonds must be made in funds 
immediately available to the County Treasurer of the County of Santa Clara in the City of San Jose, State of California. 

FORM OF BID 

Each bid shall be in substantially the form of bid provided by the District. Copies of the bid form will be furnished by the 
Clerk of the Board of Directors to any bidder upon request. Each bid must be for not less than all of the bonds hereby offered 
for sale and for not less than the par value thereof and accrued interest to date of delivery. Each bid, together with the 
bidder's check, must be enclosed in a sealed envelope addressed to the Board of Directors of the Santa Clara County Flood 
Control and Water District and endorsed "Proposal for Zone No. W-l 1972 Bonds, Series D.” 

NO LITIGATION 

There is no litigation pending concerning the validity of the above issue, the corporate existence of the Santa Clara County 
Flood Control and Water District, or Zone W-l, or the title of the officers to their respective offices, and the District will furnish 
to the successful bidder a no-litigation certificate certifying to the foregoing as of and at the time ot delivery of the bonds.

The present Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District was created on March 7, 1968 when the former Santa Clara 
County Flood Control and Water District and the Santa Clara Valley Water Conservation District were combined under legisla¬ 
tion adopted during the 1967 regular session of the California Slate Legislature (Chapter 205, 1967 regular session). The 
District is County-wide, its boundaries being coterminous with those of Santa Clara County, and is empowered to conserve, 
import, treat, distribute, and sell water, as well as to levy groundwater charges on water pumped from the underground 
basins of the District. It is also empowered to provide for flood control work within zones established for flood protection, 
to issue bonds, or to finance construction projects on a pay-as-you-go basis, and to maintain such projects after construction. 
The District has the power to levy an unlimited ad valorem assessment on all real property within the zone benefited by the 
work performed. 

The District, which lies at the southern end of San Francisco Bay about 35 miles south of San Francisco and Oakland, now 
has a full time staff of 240 administrative, technical and operational personnel. Population growth and economic change 
have posed challenges to the District’s Board of Directors and staff. Recognizing that the area is in fact a rapidly expanding 
metropolis, the District Board of Directors has established several advisory committees to assist the District in fulfilling its 
public responsibility. The electorate has strongly supported the District in its water supply program. The 1963 bonds of Zone 
W-l were approved by a majority of over 85% of the votes cast within the zone. 

Zone W-l is one of the zones established by the Board of the District on July 16, 1962. It encompasses the groundwater 
basin of Northern Santa Clara County and small peripheral areas outside of the groundwater basin but within the retail serv¬ 
ice areas of privately owned public utilities and the municipal water departments using water pumped from groundwater 
supplies within the groundwater basin. Zone W-l is also the area which provides security for the 1963 and 1972 general 
obligation bonds. It comprises an area of approximately 290 square miles and includes all or portions of 13 of the County's 
15 cities, plus some unincorporated territory. 

A companion zone, Zone W-2, contains only the Northern Santa Clara County groundwater basin and is the area which receives 
direct benefit from imported water. This is the zone in which groundwater charges are levied on all extractions of underground 
water supplies. The boundaries of the two zones are almost identical. 

A third zone, W-3, was established in March 1968. This zone includes the area of the former Santa Clara Valley Water Conser¬ 
vation District south of Metcalf Road and includes most of the Coyote groundwater basin and the northerly portion of the 
Llagas (or South County) groundwater basin. In this zone, an ad valorem tax on land only is levied in lieu of groundwater 
charges. The relationship of the District and the zones is depicted on the map on pages 6 and 7. 



The water program of the District has been established to provide imported water supplies which, in conjunction with locally 
conserved water, will serve the District’s water needs until the year 2020. To meet this goal, the District has entered into a 
contract with the State of California for maximum deliveries of 100,000 acre-feet per year. Deliveries from the State at the 
terminus of the South Bay Aqueduct in the northeast part of the District began on July 1, 1965. The San Felipe Division of 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation’s Central Valiey Project was authorized (Senate Bill No. 1111) in 1967, and will deliver water 
to a terminal point in the central portion of the District near Morgan Hill. The District will obtain an additional 210,000 acre- 
feet per year from this source, commencing in the late 2970’s. The In-County water distribution system, which was authorized 
and approved in 1963, integrates these two imported water sources through an extensive network of pipelines designed to dis¬ 
tribute untreated water to local groundwater recharge areas and treatment plants. At the treatment plants, water is filtered 
and delivered through District mains to retail distribution systems owned by municipalities or public utilities. The facilities 
of the system, showing completed and proposed construction, are shown on the map on pages 6 and 7. 



Payments for construction of the facilities to serve the westerly portion of Zone W-l including raw and treated water distri¬ 
bution mains and the Rinconada Water Treatment Plant were made from the sale of Series A and B bonds. Funds from the 

sale of Series C bonds were used to construct a pump station at the southerly terminus of the Central Pipeline, a treated water 

reservoir at the Rinconada Water Treatment Plant and the first portion of a District-wide Supervisory Control and Telemetry 
System. Funds from the sale of Series D bonds will be used to construct facilities to deliver treated water to the easterly por¬ 
tions of Zone W-l. included will be the first stage of the Penitencia Water Treatment Plant, the Evergreen Pipeline and a 

treated water reservoir, and an extension of the Supervisory Control and Telemetry System to serve these facilities. 



The cost of the water program includes payments to the State and Federal governments for imported water, construction of 
local conservation works, the In-County distribution mains and treatment plants, and all maintenance and operating costs. 
These costs are funded through ad valorem assessments on land and improvements on a District-wide basis, through issu¬ 
ance of bonds and ad valorem assessments on land and improvements within Zone W-l, an ad valorem assessment on land 
only within Zone W-3, sales of treated water, and through groundwater charges levied in Zone W-2. 


Groundwater charges were first levied in July of 1964 by the Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District (in the 
area of Zone W-2) and by the former Santa Clara Valley Water Conservation District (in the area of that District lying north¬ 
erly of Metcalf Road). Revenues from the sale of treated water commenced in June of 1967 upon completion of the Rin¬ 
conada Water Treatment Plant and distribution mains serving the western portions of Santa Clara County. 

In April of 1971, the District’s Board of Directors adopted a revised pricing and taxation policy based on a "pooling” concept 
for both the water resources of the area and the facilities required for treatment and distribution. This policy assigns ad 
valorem assessments and water charges to those persons or zones benefiting from the various programs of the Water Utility. 
Briefly, this policy directs that a County-wide ad valorem assessment be levied to fund all District charges associated with 
the capital cost of facilities importing water into the County and all costs of local conservation facilities allocated to recrea¬ 
tion. Ad valorem assessments are also levied within the area benefiting from the groundwater recharge activities of the 



District and the area for which excess capacity has been built into the District’s treated water system to serve future needs. 
The ad valorem assessment required in these areas is reduced by the revenue generated by a surcharge on the sale of 
treated water. This surcharge is that charge over and above the basic user or groundwater charge which is levied on each 
acre-foot of treated water sold. All remaining costs are funded through the basic user charge levied on all water pumped from 
the underground basin within Zone W-2 and from an ad valorem assessment on land only within Zone W-3. At the present 
time, all Zone W-l bonded debt service is paid from revenues. 

To provide an accurate basis for the collection of groundwater charges, water meters have been installed on wells which 
produce approximately 95% of the groundwater supplies of Zone W-2. To insure payments for the sale of treated water, the 
District has entered into firm contracts which extend over and beyond the life of the Zone W-l bonds. Contracts are presently 
in existence with San Jose Water Works, California Water Service Company, Campbell Water Company, the City of Cupertino, 
the City of Santa Clara, and the City of Sunnyvale for the delivery of treated water in the central and westerly portions of 
Zone W-l and San Jose Water Works and the City of San Jose for delivery of treated water in the easterly portions of Zone W-l. 
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Th* comprehensive walir treatment and distribution project shown for 
Zon* W-I and a similar plan being formulated for the south county will 
Integrate the local and Imported water supplies In an optimum pro¬ 
gram. Rased on water demand studies of the U.S. Bureau of Reclama¬ 
tion the supplemental water imported through the South Bay Aqueduct 
of the State Water Project and the Santo Clara Canal of the San Felipe 
Division of the Contra! Valley Project together with the local supplies 
will supply the water needs of the District until 2020. 
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ASSESSED VALUATION — ZONE W-l 

Zone W-l contains 77% of the assessed valuation of the District and County. The assessment roll for Zone W-l of the 
District is established by the Santa Clara County Assessor. Zone ad valorem assessments are levied and collected at the same 
time and on the same tax rolls as taxes for County and School District purposes, and if levied for payment of bond principal 
and interest would be upon all real property (land and improvements) within the zone prior to exemptions.

The District's economic base has undergone significant change during the period from 1950 to 1970. In 1950, manufacturing 
and trade each accounted for approximately 20% of the work force, closely followed by services and agriculture, each repre¬ 
senting approximately 15% ot the work force. By I960, agricultural employment had fallen to less than 5% of the work 
force, and trade employment, although it showed a substantial numerical increase, had slipped from first to third place. Manu¬ 
facturing, accounting for more than 30% of the work force, had become the dominant area of employment Governmental em¬ 
ployment, accounting for almost 12% of the work force, replaced agriculture as the fourth highest area of employment During 
this period, agricultural employment was the only area in which the actual number of persons employed decreased. 

The 1970 employment picture was similar to 1960 but reflected, however, a period of consolidation after the rapid growth 
and prosperity during the 1950's and early 1960 r s. Manufacturing remained the number one area of employment although its 
portion of the work force declined slightly to 28.5%. The other three major areas of employment in 1960, Services, Trade and 
Government, each represented a larger share of the total employment picture with Services showing the largest gain, from 
approximately 19 to 23%. During this decade agriculture was again the only area of employment to witness an actual reduc¬ 
tion in the number of persons employed and declined to approximately 1% of the work force. Food products and processing, 
which are to a large degree dependent upon agriculture, remained approximately steady between 1960 and 1970 in number of 
persons employed although its share of the total employment picture declined from 5.6 to 3%. Coincident with the growth of 
the manufacturing sector of the economy there has been a significant diversification from the primarily defense oriented aero¬ 
space industries of the 1950'$ and early 1960's. Many companies which began as prime defense contractors have themselves 
diversified and these companies have also spawned many new companies in the nondefense electronic manufacturing sector. 
Firms which have more than 1,000 employees include the Ford Motor Company, IBM, Amelco, Raython and Fairchild Semi¬ 
conductor Corporations, Signetics Corporation, Sylvania, Memorex, Philco-Ford, General Electric, Western Electric, Westing- 
house, Lockheed Missile and Space Division, the Ordnance Division of FMC Corporation, Northwest Publications, California 
Canners and Growers and the Del Monte Corporation. Among the firms whose employees number over 500 are Dispatch Print¬ 
ers, United Technology Corporation, Beckman Instruments, Hewlett-Packard, Syntex Laboratories, Varian Associates, San Jose 
Steel Company, American Bakeries Company, Owens Corning Fiberglas and National Semiconductor. Also in this group are the 
several food processing firms mentioned on page 12. 

Several private and governmental institutions employ more than 500 persons, contributing to the diversity and stability of 
the employment base. Among these, in addition to NASA's Ames Research Center, are Stanford University and San Jose State 
College, Moffett Field Naval Air Station, Agnews State Hospital, and the Palo Alto Veterans Administration Hospital.
